German Publication No. 38 41 105 discloses a method of 
purifying and modifying a polymerized hemoglobin which is 
characterized in that high-polymerized hemoglobin, which is 
produced as a precipitate in a cross-linkage reaction, is 
converted back into a solution, after the precipitate has been 
washed. The method permits to obtain a polymerized hemoglobin 
of a high purity and having a high molecular weight. 

German Publication No. 3 7 14 3 51 discloses a method of 
preparing an extremely high molecular weight hypolymers of 
hemoglobin, with direct use of erythrocytes and without adding 
a cross-linked agent in the liquid phase.
